THE GUECIAN FLAG LOWERED 


hulls natiou Meeting Held at Athens. 


King George Will Depart 


for Crete. 


ATHENS, February 22.—A great indig- 


nation meeting was held here today in 
order to protest against the bombard- 
ment yesterday by the warahipe of the 
powers of the insurgent camp near 
Canes, Shouta wore raised for war and 
the speakers vehemently declared that 
the country waa now fully determined 
to sacrifice ite blood an-1 treasure in aid 
of Crete. 


Premier Delyannis addressed a croWd' 


of people on the terrace in front of the 
ministry of finance and declared that 
the cabinet was in accord with the na- 
tion, which might be assured that the 
government would do ita duty. 


It is reported that the minister of war 


has resigned. The' minister of foreign 
affairs baa called at the embassies and 
hoe lodged a protest against the bom- 
bardment of the insurgent campa by the 


. foreign warships. 


PARIS, February 
22.—An nnofilcial 


dispatch received here today from Ad- 
miral Pottier, the commander of the 
French squadron off Uanea, etatea that 
the admirals have informed their re- 
spective governments that aiiarchy con- 
tinues to increase in Crete, and they 
cannot any longer be answerable for the 
avoidance of conflicts unless they are 
able to prevent tlie lauding of all pro- 
visions and the powers obtain the re* 
call of the Greek troopa and warships. 
The admiral adda that duiing Sunday, 
in spite of the repeated protests of the 
commanders of the foreign fleets, the in- 
BUrgent outpoats continued to advance 
and engaged.in a f uailade with the Turk- 
ish outposts before Cauoa. After con- 
sultation the British, Austrian, German 
and Kuseiau shipa opened lire, and only 
ceaoed when the Greuk llaj? WRB lowered. 


CANBA, February 22.—No insurgents- 


were killed by the cannonade of the war 
ships on tlio inaurgont position near here 
yesterday. Tlie damage done was purely 
material. The French and Italian war- 
Bhipa did not lire, because the Greek 
flag wiie lowered by the inaurgente bo- 
fore their turn came. 


The Euul ieh, Italian and Russian 


consuls have returned from Solinoa, ac- 
companied by 170 Mussulman fugitives. 
They wore nimble to hold conferences 
with the bi'tli|*i>rentR, who are conduct* 
ing a war of extermination. Both sides 
have mutually massacred prisoners. Two 
thoiiBgud-tiviliana 
and 250 Turkish 


soldiers are resisting the advance of the 
insurgents with threecannon. The posi- 
tion ia extremely critical. 


The consuls proceeded to Candia on 


board ships. The chriatiane there, al- 
though advised of their arrival, lired on 
the consuls, in spite of the white (lag of 
truce which theycurried. The consuls 
returned to Selinoa, where the Christiana 
occupied fresh positions. Here also the

FLOODS IN THE OHIO VALLEY. 


Rain Hns Fallen Steadily Since 


Friday Night. 


CINCINNATI, 0., February 22.—For 


seventy-two hours, up to 7 o'clock to- 
night, a steady rain has fallen over the 
entire area of the immense watershed of 
the Ohio valley, with the exception of 
the mountainous portions of western 
New York and western Pennsylvania, 
where the telegraph reports rains to- 
night. Here tonight it ia still drizzling 
from a black sky that threatens heavy 
rauifall before morning, in which case 
conditions for n groat Hood would be 
prosofip- 


OrfUoth side3 of the Ohio, on the Big 


Sandy, the boundary between West Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky, the tributaries are 
at high Hood tide. 


To-i mountsina at the head of the 


Kentucky, Cumberland and Tennessee 
rivers are delivering into these great 
tributaries with great rapidity floods of 
melted enow and rain, and filling the 
lower Ohio. All the tributaries on the 
left hank of the Ohio in Pennsylvania 
rise in the mountains, and there, too, 
the delivery of rainfall and melted enow 
ia very rapid. Should the rain cease 
before morning th-J flood at this point 
will probably stop within the fifty-live 
loot mark, which would cause no great 
inconvenience. Should a heavy rainfall 
occur over a considerable area of the 
Ohio valley, there ia no predicting what 
stage the water would reach at Cinctn- 
nati- 
.

At the receiving hospital the only 


theory concerning the accident is tnit 
Behan's muscles are particularly strong 
and hia bones exceedingly brittle.

propriation bill. It involved a conteat 
over sectarian echools. 
The clause directing temporary con* 


tracts with these schools, when no gov- 
ernment aid was available, waa agreed 
to, 51 to 3. 


A provision was added declaring it to 


be the settled policy of the government 
hereafter to make no appropriations 
whatever for the support of sectarian 
Hfihoola. A farther amendment offered 
by Mr. Gallinger, directing that all ap- 
propriations to eectarian schools end on 
June 30, 1898, went out on a point of 
order, which the senate sustained 28 to 
22. The Indian bill is fltill under coo- 
lideration.

WASHINGTON, February 22.—The house 


rod ay passed the general deficiency ap- 
propriation bill and began the consider- 
ation of the laat of the money bills, that 
providing for the naval establishment. 
A long debate occurred overUie propn-

Griffith auc- 
eeded in recovering live of the horses. 
About two weeks ago the authorities 
t Hanford learned that Denman bad 
ome north a^aiii, and postal cards 
were Bent to the various sheriffs and 
onstables in the valley giving his de- 
cription and offering ft toward for his 
apture.

On Thursday morning 
they aet out to walk from the old site of 
the inilla to the place to which they 
have been moved this winter, about 
eight miles further back in the moun- 
ains. Shortly after the men started 
he storm came on with a heavy fall of 
mow, which continued till Saturday 
morning. 


During all this time there was no 


jommunication between the men at the 
old and new sites of the mills. Those 
at the destination of Mull and Lidger- 
vood did not know of their coming, and 
,he men at the old Bite, of course, could 
not learn whether the two men had ar- 
rived at the other place or not. 
They 


entertained no 
fears, however, that 


Mull and Lidgerwood would not arrive 
there safely, the two men being young 


id robust and well acquainted with the 


country. 


On Saturday the storm abated and 


communication between the two camps 
was re-established, and then the ab- 
sence of Mull and Lidgorwood was dis-, 
uovured. Searching parties were itn- i 
nediately sent out, and on Sunday 
Mull's frozen body was found in the 
snow near tho top of tbo "hoist." Thia 
is about eix miles fr6m tbo old millsito 
and about two from tlie now. About 
three hundred yards from the place 
where Mull's body was discovered there 
was a cabin, where several men were 
etopm'ng during the storm. 


Lidgerwood'a body baa not yet been 


found, but there ia no doubt that ho 
also succumbed. Mull was found on the 
trail, and this is evidence that be bad 
not lost bia way. Ho undoubtedly be- 
came exhausted in fighting his way 
through the BIIOW, which ranged in 
depth from seven to nine feet. Tim 
search for Lidgorwood's body is being 
prosecuted with vigor by the men of 
both camps. 


Coroner Long was notified last night, 


but ho will probably not tie able to 
reach the mill for euvoral days on ac- 
count of tlie snow. Little is known of 
the two victims. They were between 
25 and 30 years of age. 


The snow fall 
during the recent 


storm was an unprecedented one, while 
in the valley there have only been 
alight traces of frost.

factories and throwB men out of employ- 
ment atlila whim is, in ile affect, in no 
way different from the poverty which 
reaches tho same end. The only differ- 
ence is that the poverty connot help 
itself, and therefore ia endurable, while 
the hardship born ol thejmisuse of caui- 
tal is purely artificial and consequently 
ehould not he tolerated. In the one 
case deprivation of work is a misfortune; 
in the other it ia a crime (though un- 
known to statutes) ou the part of the 
men who compel it. 


Withal, this traal policy of closing 


factories for a temporary gain is so 
abort-sighted and fooliBh that it seems 
gurpassing 1 strange that men of business 
sagacity can employ it. As one trust 
pursues this courBO, ao do the others, 
with Ihe result that tens and hundreds 
of thousands of men are thrown out of 
employment and the armyof tramps in 
ere HOB. flOf course the final result mus 
be that those worklees men and their 
tamillea cannot buy trnsl products, no 
can they, ercept in ecantest measure 
patronize other indmtriea. So the dis- 
ease must spread; Ihe lesser represenla- 
tiiea oi bu«iuew enterprises must drop 
out ol line and join Ihe unemployed
